Woman Connected With Bethesda 
Hospital Seemed Terrified 
When Clothing Caught Fire. 


An inquest was begun Tuesday into the 
death of Miss Hattie Williams, a trained 
nurse, who died from burns received at 
the residence of Oscar Merrill, 4063 Castle- 
man avenue. She died at the Besthesda 
Hospital at 2 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

Miss Williams, who was 25 years old, and 
who came io St. Louis from Toronto, Cana- 
da, where her relatives reside, had been 
emploved as a nurse for three weeks, at- 
tending Mrs. Kalph Williams, daughter-in- 
law of Oscar Merrill, She was to have re- 
turned Tuesday to the training school. for 
nurses conducted in conneotion with Be- 
thesda - Hospital. 

She was standing with her back to an 
open grate fire in the bedroom of Mrs. 
Raiph Merrill talking to Mrs. Merrill, who 
was holding her baby. Her nurse's gown 
caught fire from the grate. Mrs. Merrill 
noticed it and cried: “Your dress is .,on 
fire!"’ 

Miss Williams 
ealled for help. 
rill ran wpstairs 


Into the hall and 
Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Mer- 
and Mr. Merrill met Miss 
Willams at the head of the stairs. There 
was Nothing within reach with which to 
smother the tlames and he tried to beat 
them out with his hands. 

Miss-Williams broke away from him and

CRY FOR PEACE IS 
BECOMING GENERAL. 


Secretary Hay Insists on Russians 
Keeping Hands Off in China— 
European Nations Working for 
Permanent Peace.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17—News of the 
departure of Gen. Stoessel and staft 
for Russia was received by the state de- 
partment today, being contained m a 
message from American Consul-General 
Harris at Nagasaki, which read: “Gen. 
Stoessel, steff and abcut 500 officers and 
men, with their families, have embarked 
on the steamer Austrainsian for Odessa.” 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 17.—A message 
from Gen. Kuropatkin to Emperor Nich- 
Olas received here today contains the re- 
port of a battle on Jan. 14 in which the 
Russian forces had all the better of the 
fighting. 

As Mistchenko's cavalry was about to 
retire northward it was attacked by a 
strong detachment of Japanese infantry, 
cavalry and light artillery. Under cover 
of a heavy mist the Japanese succeeded in 
outflanking the Russians. 

For a few minutes it looked serious for 
Mistchenko’s men, until a Russian machine 
gun detachment opened up on the Japan- 
ese at close range with telling effect. 

Under cover of the artillery fire the Rus- 
sian forces recovered and after inflicting 
heavy losses retired with a loss to their 
own forces of five officers and # men 
killed and wounded, 

Gen. Kuropatkin also reported the re- 
turn of a Russian patrol, after blowing up 
the railroad and destroying a mile of tele- 
graph twu miles north of Tatchekiao.

Elmer R. Smith, drug clerk, charged with 
defrauding the United States government 
out of more than $5000 by “raising’’ post- 
office monéy orders while clerk at the post- 
office substation at the drug store of Jo- 
seph Maserang, Leffingwell and Washins- 
{cn avenues, will have his preliminary 
hearing before a United States commission- 
er Friday on a charge of conspiracy. 

Rita and Pauline Ogden, the young wom- 
en on whom he says he squandered the 
money, which, he admits, he stole,, have 
surrendered $2000 worth of jewels, clothing 
and- trinkets, and $200 cash, which, they 
say, Smith gave them, and have left their 
flat at 30 Finney avenue on orders of the 
police.’ 

Smith’s invalid wife learned of his dual 
life and theft Tuesday and is.prostrated at 
her home, 3329 Lucas avenue, to which she 
returned only a few days ago from a hos- 
pital. Her physician says her condition is 
critical. 

Smith's bonds have been fixed at $2500, 
which, he says, his family will provide. 
The bond on the charge of defrauding the 
government is fixed at $1000; the one for 
conspiracy is $1500. His trial on the charge 
of defrauding the government is set for 
the May term of the United States District 
Court. 


Hone Wuesday morning there was a sign, 

“For Rent,"’ on the front door. The young 
women protest that they knew nothing of 
Emith's peculations, although they knew he 
was a married man. 

Rita Ogden says Smith had promised to 
marry her as soon as he could get a di- 
vorce. Both girls say they believed Smith's 
story that he had money in bank, and that 
he made large sums by betting on horse 
races. 

Their release from custody followed their 
surrender to Judge Selden P. Spencer, 
Maéserang’s attorney, and a detective of all 
the articies and money remaining of what 
Smith had given them. 


Smith Not Worried. 


Smith is in jail at the Four Courts. He does 
not appear to realize the serious nature of 


his offense, and faces the future as un-. 


troubled as a man going to success instead 
of to a probable term in prison. 

“I guess I can get my folks to pay back 
the money to the postoffice, and then I'll 
be all right.”’ he says. “At any rate they'll 
go my bond, so that I won't have to drag 
along in jail until next May.” 

‘‘Restoring the money to the government 
will not keep you from being punished,’’ 
said an attache of the marehal's office who 
overheard the remark. ‘You'll do a good 
etretch.”’

Smith is a rotund, good-looking young fe!l- 
low, with an easy manner. He has large dark 
eves and a thin-lipped mouth, which looks 
out of place in his large face.

“Last summer I went out to the race- 
tracks and the first thing I did was to 
make a couple of hundred.

“Tl was pretty lucky for awhile and made 
a good deal of money, which I spent freely, 
and got into the habit of always having a 
good wad of it with me. When I didn’t 
have two or three hundred in my pocket I 
felt lonesome. ‘The need of money grew on 
me ifke a disease. In the old days I didn't 
care much if I only had a little change. 

‘Racetrack commissioners and hangers- 

on got on to me and encouraged me to 
get into the game big, and I got to bea 
eport. 
“T made a killing of $1500 one day and 
that night I went out to spend it. That 
was when 1 met Rita Ogden. Then I lost 
as much as $1000 at a clip. To make good 
again and get another bank roll I got the 
thousand from the express company. 

“T had given Rita a good deal of money,

A canary bird, sleeping in its cage in a 
bathroom of the Henrietta Hotel at Taylor 
and Washingten avenues, lost its life in an 
exciting fire Monday midnight.

Mrs. Kupper ran ifito the 
street and called an alarm to two police- 
men, who summoned the Gremen. Ther’ 
while Mrs. Oppenheimer sought to drag 
some of the most valuable articles. from 
the burning room, her husband and. Mrs. 
Kupper ran to each room in the house, 
giving the alarm. 

In one room was Morris Heine, 
months-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Jobn 
Heine.

NAVAL POOH BAH 
FOR SANTO DOMING 


Capt. Dillingham Is to Collect Cus- 
toms, Divide Money and Avert 
European Raid. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Capt. C. B. Dil- 
iingham. who has been sent to Santo Dé- 
mingo to relleve Judge Abbott as receiver 
of customs ot Puerto Plata, is likely to be 
made the dictator of the island republic. 

He iz detached from the navy and is re- 
celving all his orders from the stata de- 
partment, and there is good reason to be- 
lieve that he has been selected by the 
President to reorganize Santo Domingo's 
finances aud put the country on a sound 


basis. 

The customs receipts of Puerto Plata, 
Samara, Sanchez and Monte Cristo, the 
northern ports of the island, are pledged for 
the payment of the claim of the Santo Do- 
mingaa Improvement Co., a New York 
concern, and the award by which the claim 
was settled provides that an American may 
supervise the collection of customs, 

The receipts at Santo Domin city, 
Azua and Macoris, on the south, the chief 
ports of the island, are pled - for Euro- 
pean debts, held chiefly Germany, 
lrance, Holland, Spain and Relatem. The 
terms of payment have not been complied 
with for a long time afd all the powers 
have been urging President Roosevelt to 
put an American agent In charge of all the 
ports, and he has become convinced that he 
must act promptly to avoid joint action 
by the powers and another Venezuelan in- 
cident.

JACKSON, Migs., Jan. 17.—A big stir has 
been created among the members of the 
governor's military staff over a ruling that 
some of them must return to the pay- 
master-general the pay given them for 
the time spent In camp at Biloxi last sum- 


mer. 

The trouble arises over the fact that the 
kovernor has a larger stand than that pro- 
vided for by the military laws of the state, 
which provide for only 13 members. The 
governor made appointments from time to 
time preceding the Biloxi encampment unt! 
he formed a staff of 18 members, and all 
of them were paid for the time spent 
in camp at Biloxi, according to their rank. 

Although very few of the staff officers 
hud ever before been attired in military re- 
pal’. they were given pay according to the 
usignia on their shoulder straps, and Uncle 
Sam is now asking them to pay back about 
$0 on the ground that Paymaster-General 
Walter Weaver had authority to pay only 
13 staff officers. 

Just who will be effected by the ruling 
has not yet been determined, but the mat- 
ter will doubtless be regulated according 
to precedence of appointment. At any rete, 
Uncle Sam wants his money back, and it 
must be forthcoming. 

According to Maj. Dowdy, the United 
States oa army officers stationed with
